Of 2,000,000 miles of roads in the United States 
only about one-seventh are improved. If the task is 
completed within a generation it will require even 
more vigorous effort than has yet been made. One of 
the most encouraging features of the movement is 
general awakening of the people to the advantages 
that improved highways will provide. Time is becom- 
ing more valuable to the farmer, and cost of trans- 
porting his crops to the railroad figures more seri 
ously in his calculations. Extraordinary growth of the 
automobile industry brings another factor to bear, and 
state and county governments are taking more serious 
interest in good roads than ever before. 

Every year shows distinct and gratifying progress. 
By .the end of another decade it no longer should be 
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necessary for rich Americans to go to France or Ger- 
many to enjoy the pleasure of motoring on perfect 
country roads. And, besides, what a benefit it would 
be to the business interests of the country ! 








TAKING cognizance of the 1eport that a sound 
American bank is about to be established in South 
America with branches in several impor- 


aa t tant centers, a prominent Eastern news- 
oe paper says that of equal importance with 


the proposed attempt to secure a surer 
foothold for our commerce in China is the project to 
conquer a larger share of Latin-American trade for 
the exporters of the United States. And it adds these 
very pertinent comments on a strange trade condition: 

‘At present both our means of steamship communi- 
cation and our banking facilities with respect to by 
far the greatest portion of Latin America are shame- 
fully inadequate. Yet within the area which goes by 
this name are some fifty or sixty million human beings, 
whose purchases of goods produced abroad are stead- 
ily increasing, whose wealth and resources are con- 
stantly being developed and whose territorial integrity 
is explicity guaranteed by the Monroe doctrine, backed 
by the guns, ships and troops of the United States. 

“That this assemblage of nations should maintain 
far closer commercial ties with Europe than with our 
own country is discreditable to American enterprise. 
They are not separated from us by the width of the 
Pacific, like-China. When the Panama Canal is com- 
pleted, a few years hence, it should prove a potent aid 
toward bringing them into closer trade relations with 
ourselves. Before the big ditch is opened to the mer- 
chant marines of the world, ample, solid and well- 
organized American financial institutions ought to be 
ready to do business in all the principal cities of the 
wide regions below the Rio Grande.” 

But the “merchant marines of the world” passing 
in and out of the Canal, built solely with American 
money, will show not many square inches of the Stars 
and Stripes—if any at all—unless the United States 
Government rises to its duty and puts American ship- 
ping in the foreign trade on a footing of equality with 
its foreign competitors. When Senator Root of New 
York was Secretary of State he made an address 
before the Trans-Mississippi Commercial Congress at 
Kansas City in which he set down seven separate 
matters to which every producer and merchant in the 
United States who desires trade with South America 
might give heed. Among these were the establishment 
of American banks there and legislation in aid of our 
merchant marine in the cross-seas trade. As to the 
first he pointed out that Americans already engaged 
in South American trade should subscribe the capital 
and establish an American bank in each of the prin- 
cipal cities of South America. This is, first, because 
nothing but very bad management could prevent such 
a bank from making money; capital is much needed 
in those cities, and 6, 8 and even 10 per cent can be 
obtained for money upon just as safe security as can 
be had in Kansas City, St. Louis or New York. It is 
also because the American bank would furnish a 
source of information as to the standing of the South 
American purchasers to whom credit may be extended, 
and because American banks would relieve American 
business in South America from the disadvantage that 
now exists of making all its financial transactions

through Europe instead of directly with the United 
States. It is unfortunately true that among hundreds 
of thousands of possible customers the United States 
now stands in a position of assumed financial and 
business inferiority to the countries through whose 
banking houses all its business has to be done. As to 
government aid for shipping, rejecting both the free- 
ships and the discriminating-duties proposals, Secre- 
tary Root said: 


“There remains the third and obvious method—oi 
neutralizing the artificial disadvantages imposed upon 
American shipping through the action of our own 
government and foreign governments by an equivalent 
advantage in the form of a subsidy or subvention. In 
my opinion this is what should be done; it is the sensi- 
ble and fair thing to do... It is what must be done if 
we would have a revival of our shipping and the de- 
sired development of our foreign trade.. We cannot 
repeal the protective tariff; no political party dreams 
of repealing it; we do not wish to lower the standard 
of American living or American wages. We should 
give back to the shipowner what we take away from 
him for the purpose of maintaining that standard; and 
unless we do give it back we shall continue to go 
without ships. How can the expenditure of public 
money for the improvement of rivers and harbors to 


-promote trade be justified upon any ground which 


does not also sustain this proposal? Would anyone 
reverse the policy that granted aid to the Pacific rail- 
roads, the pioneers of our enormous internal com- 
merce, the agencies that built up the great traffic which 
has enabled half a dozen other roads to be built in 
later years without assistance? Such subvention would 
not be gifts. They would be at once compensation 
for injuries inflicted upon American shipping by 
American laws and the consideration for benefits re- 
ceived by the whole American people—not the ship- 
pers or the shipbuilders or the sailors alone, but by 
every manufacturer, every miner, every farmer, every 
merchant whose prosperity depends upon a market for 
his products.” 

We are spending hundreds of millions of dollars 
for the construction of the Panama Canal, and with 
the great shipping interests of Europe looking on 
complacently and laughing up their sleeves at our 
willingness to spend such an enormous amount of 
money largely in their behalf. Of what practical use 
will the Panama Canal be to the United States with 
only warships to send through it? The ships of all 
the foreign maritime nations will be passing in and 
out of it and building up trade for their people and 
their industries in the Orient and South and Central 
America—for “trade follows the flag’’ just as surely 
as day follows darkness, 

The chief motive for national aid to the American 
merchant marine is not merely to foster the ship- 
building and the ship-owning industries, important 
though this object is, but also to create more regular 
and more reliable transportation facilities and more 
favorable freight rates for the sea~-borne commerce of 
the entire -country. And these things our foreign 
competitors bring about through the payment by th 
governments of direct subsidies or mail subventions. 
or both, to the owners of shipping. Not one mariti.ne 


nation now depends upon discriminating customs 


duties or tonnage taxes to protect and foster its mer- 
chant marine, but every foreign maritime country in 
some form or degree dees practice the policy of sub- 
sidization or subvention. 


The goid standard is not 
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more thoroughly recognized than is the subvention 
plan in twentieth-century legislation everywhere out- 
side of the United States. 

Let us by all means get a firm fimancial footing in 
|_atin-America by the establishment there of American 
banks—but let us first secure a substantial trade foot- 
ing there by putting fast American steamships into 
commission between Latin-America and the United 
States.

BELTS AND DR ESSINGS. 


After a belt has been in use for some time, its sur- 
face takes on a glaze. This results in losses due to 
slipping, always accompanied by heating, and draws 
the natural oils to the surface, causing them to evapor- 
ate. This condition further leads to the belt’s getting 
stiff and hard, and lessens the angle of wrap (the angle 
between the extreme points touched and covered by the 
belt on the pulley). Without attention belts are al- 
most sure to deteriorate as above described. Their 
efficiency is increased and their life lengthened accord- 
ing to the treatment they receive. To prevent the for- 
mation of surface glaze and the slipping accompanying 
it, it is the best practice to use a reliable belt dressing. 
This dressing should be of a nature that will not only 
offer temporary relief, but that will penetrate through 
the surface of the belt and replenish the natural oils. 
This will result in keeping the belt pliable and pre- 
serving the original efficiency. 

Rosin is very frequently applied to prevent slipping, 
and this it will do, but at the same time it destroys the 
life of the belt itself. You get a temporary cure but 
greatly shorten the life of the belt—the rosin dries out 
the belt and makes brittle the leather fibers.

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PAINT IMPORTING FIRM WINS. 








The Board of United States General Appraisers has 
sustained a protest filed by a varnish firm in New York 
regarding the classification of white enamel. Acting 
on a report from the appraiser of New York, Collector 
Loeb exacted a duty of 35 per cent under the provision 
in the Dingley tariff for “varnish.” According to the 
importers, the merchandise is entitled to enter as 
“paint” with a tax of 13%4 cents per pound. One of 
the reasons influencing the classification of the article 
as “varnish” was that the government chemist, who 
made the analysis, stated he found “traces of lead” in 
the article. At the hearing, the chemist explained that 
the amount of lead in the white enamel was in- 
finitesimal, and that it probably found its way into the 
article as an impurity in the oxide of zinc, and that it 
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vas not present as a result of deliberate introduction. 
General Appraiser McClelland in his decision for the 
Board, says that on the record submitted, the import- 
ers are entitled to the lower rate of duty. The de- 
cision of the. collector is reversed.

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UTILITY OF LIGHTNING RODS. 


Dealers who are handling lightning rods and those 
who expect to engage in that line will read with in- 
terest the following extracts from an article written 
by A. H. Henry, Professor of Meteorology in the 
Weather Bureau at Washington, D. C., and published 
in the form of a bulletin by the Department of Agri- 
culture: 

If the phenomenon of lighting were better under- 
stood, perhaps the enormous toll it exacts in life and 
property would be less. Carefully compiled statistics 
show that in the United States between 700 and 800 
persons are killed annually and twice that number in- 
jured by lightning. This great loss of life falls largely 
upon the people who live away from the great centers 
of population. So, too, the greater part of the an- 
nual loss of property is chargeable to farm buildings 
and their contents and live stock in the field. Light 
and power electrical transmission lines also suffer 
from the vagaries of lightning, but the great multi- 
plication of these lines in recent times has stimulated 
the development of means of protection, so that now- 
adays the electric power plants and lines are better 
protected from lightning than are farm buildings. 

Lightning, or more particularly a lightning flash, 
is a discharge of electricity between two electrified 
bodies, as between one cloud and another or between 
a cloud and the earth. Most of us are familiar with 
electricity and the varied economic purposes it serves. 
In all of these, however, it is under perfect control: 
it is chained, so to speak, by the wires which distribute 
it from the cell in which it is produced by chemical 
action, or from the generator which transforms the 
energy of the steam engine into electromotive force. 

Bodies do not all behave alike when an electric 
charge has been given them; thus, some of them im- 
mediately conduct it away—in other words, the charge 
does not permanently reside on the body. To these 
bodies the name of conductor has been given, hence 
the term “lightning conductor” means a body that will 
conduct or lead away a lightning discharge. Other 
bodies have the quality of retaining an electrical 
charge for some time or of permitting it to escape 
very slowly. These are called nonconductors or in- 
sulators. A conductor, if supported by a nonconduct- 
ing body, may also retain an electric charge, but the 
retention of the charge is due to the fact that the non- 
conducting support of the body prevents the escape of 
the charge. The metals are good example of con- 
ducting bodies. Glass and gutta-percha are good ex- 
mples of nonconductors or insulators. Telegraph 
it will be remembered, are insulated from the 
poles by glass insulators. At one time it was thought 
necessary to insulate lightning rods from buildings by 
lass or porcelain insulators, but that view is not now 
renerally held. 

An electrical charge suddenly falling upon a con- 
luctor. say an iron rod, will be safely disposed of. 
rovided the conductor is in connection with the earth. 
in the other hand, the same charge falling upon a 
iece of wood, the latter being a bad conductor, will 
vlit it into many fragments and possibly develop 
nough heat, by reason of the resistance offered bv 


lines 
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the wood, to set the latter on fire. For reasons above 

given, lightning conductors are made with a view of 
carrying the electrical charge safely to the earth 
through the medium of a good metallic conductor. 

The problem of electricity in thunderstorms has 
been freely discussed for several centuries ; it has been 
attacked from many viewpoints and much laboratory 
work has been done in order to produce a discharge 
that, in a small way, may be comparable to those ob- 
served in nature. Still it can not be said that the pre- 
cise mechanism of a thunderstorm is known. The 
most recent theory is one put forth by Dr. George C. 
Simpson. Doctor Simpson has proven by laboratory 
experiments that when a large drop of water is broken 
up into smaller drops in the air the water becomes 
positively and the air negatively charged. In other 
words, when each drop of water is broken up a cer- 
tain number of units of free negative ions and a less 
number ci free positive ions are released. (An 
ion ig understood to be any extremely small material 
particle which carries a charge of electricity.) 

He has further shown that every time a drop breaks 
a separation of electricity takes place, the water re- 
ceiving a positive charge and the air a corresponding 
negative charge. The charge which passes to the air 
is rapidly absorbed by the cloud particles, and in time 
the cloud itself may become highly charged with ney- 
ative electricity. The relation of these facts to the 
develoyment of thunderstorms will now be pointed 
out. The latter, it may be remembered, occur for the 
most part on warm, sultry days; the usual preliminary 
is.the formation of a cloud with a flat base whose 
suinmits—for it generally has several—are rounded 
and tower far into the sky. These rounded summits 
are the tops of ascending currents of warm air whose 
moisture, condensed by the cold of elevation, forms 
the white domelike structure of the cloud. The ex- 
istence of an ascending current is beyond question: 
just what velocity the ascending air has is yet some- 
what conjectural. 

Whatever may be the origin of the electricity of the 
air its effects upon the various terrestrial objects upon 
which it falls are well known. From its effects we 
are able to infer that the intensity of the charge in 
the lightning flash varies between very wide limits. 
Not every discharge is heavy enough to take life or 
badly splinter a tree, so that we can at once distin- 
guish between light flashes generally harmless and 
heavy flashes which splinter trees or kill live stock 
and human beings. A third class may also be recog- 
nized, viz., the violent disruptive discharge, which, as 
pointed out by Sir Oliver Lodge, is the result of a 
discharge initiated elsewhere, such for example, as 
when one cloud discharges to another cloud between 
it and the earth. When this happens the free charge 
on the earth side of the lower cloud will be suddenlv 
relieved and fall upon the earth through previously 
unstrained air as a discharge of the most violent and 
explosive type. 

When a thunderstorm develops and moves over the 
land the air between the under surface of the cloud 
and the earth’s surface is able at first to resist the 
passage of a discharge between cloud and earth, but 
as the electrification increases the strain in the air 
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becomes too great, and a discharge follows. The zone 
of danger in a thunderstorm is, therefore, generally 
equal to the area of the cloud itself, sometimes extend- 
ing a little to the front of the cloud. The heaviest 
discharges pretty nearly always occur simultaneously 
with the passage of the storm front. The reason for 
this can be very easily shown in the laboratory; thus 
it is well known that if the two poles of a charged 
electric machine are brought near to each other a 
spark will pass from one to the other. Now, in order 
to get the first spark the poles of the electric machine 
must be brought nearer together than is necessary 
after several sparks have passed. The passage of 
several sparks through the air separating the poles 
evidently electrifies it, and thus it becomes a better 
conductor. 

The area within the storm cloud is what may be 
called a “danger zone.” Within this zone almost any 
upright object, especially a tree, is a better conductor 
than the air itself, and is consequently liable to light- 
ning stroke. For this reason to take refuge under a 
tree is a dangerous proceeding. Other places to avoid 
are near chimneys or fireplaces and in close proximity 
to wire fences. The latter, as has been repeatedly 
stated in agricultural journals and the publications of 
the Weather Bureau, should be grounded at every 
fifth post. To successfully ground a wire fence attach 
to the fence post with staples a piece of galvanized 
wire, so that some part of this wire will come into ac- 
tual mechanical contact with the fence wire and ex- 
tend thence about 2 feet into the ground. A bolt of 
lightning which may fall upon a wire thus grounded 
will be quickly carried to the earth and rendered harm- 
less. 

The ordinary farm building is not difficult to pro- 
tect from lightning flashes in the great majority of 
cases. While absolute protection can not be secured 
unless the building be encased in a network of wires, 
a building with a properly installed system of light- 
ning conductors will fare better than one without such 
a system in case a discharge of the most violent type 
should fall upon it.

Harvey L. Anderson. 

Harvey L. Anderson, president of the Anderson 
Hardware Co., Atlanta, Ga., one of that city’s most 
prominent citizens, and one of the most widely-known 
business men of the South, met death in a peculiarly 
tragic way in Atlanta, on Saturday night, November 
6. Struck down and rendered unconscious by a fast 
moving automobile, he was run over by two other 
machines before they could stop, the third being occu- 
pied by his wife, who did not know until a short while 
later, that her husband had been killed. Mr. Ander- 
son was born in Athens, Ga., and was 37 years of age. 
He was a fine type of the real self-made man. He 
started as a clerk in a shoe store in Athens, and when 
17 years of age went to Atlanta, where he secured a 
position with a shoe merchant. After a few years in 
this line, he decided to enter the hardware business. 
His rise was rapid. His capacity to master the intri- 
cate details of the business won for him the deserved 
confidence of his employer, and it was not long before 
he was occupying one of the highest positions which 
the firm, with which he was connected, could offer. 
Some years ago he bought out his employer, changed 
the name of the firm to the Anderson Hardware Co., 
and entered upon a business career which proved him 
to be a man of resource arid ability. The Anderson 
Hardware Co. is one of the largest wholesale and re- 
tail hardware firms in the South. Mr. Anderson was 
a broad-minded man, generous to a fault, and was 
much beloved by the hardware trade and by his nu- 
merous acquaintances. In short, he was a gentleman. 
He was connected with the most prominent clubs of 
\tlanta, was a member of the Shrine, and other fra- 
ternal organizations. He was also a member of the 
\tlanta Chamber of Commerce, and took a great in- 
terest in the civic affairs of his city. His wife was 
Miss Laurie Davis, daughter of Charles A. Davis, of 
\tlanta,. At a meeting of the hardware trade of 
\tlanta, held on the morning of November 8 in the 
ffices of the Beck & Gregg Hardware Company, reso- 
utions of condolence were adopted, deploring the de- 
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ceased’s untimely death. As a tribute to the esteem 
in which he was held by his associates in the trade at 
Atlanta, all the hardware stores of the city were closed 
on the afternoon of the funeral. 

James D. Green. 

James D. Green, a buyer for the Supplee Hard- 
ware Co., Philadelphia, Pa., a director of the com- 
pany, and one of the best known and most highly 
esteemed hardware buyers in America, died on No- 
vember 9 at his home in Philadelphia, aged 60 years. 
He had been dealing with the Philadelphia hardware 
trade for 40 years. He had been with the Supplee 
Hardware Co. for 18 years, and prior to that he had 
spent about 20 years with the Biddle- Hardware 
Co.,, Philadelphia. The deceased, everybody knew as 
“Jim” Green. He was of a very genial disposition 
and was everybody’s friend. A few weeks ago he con- 
tracted a severe cold, from which he failed to recover. 
Mr. Green was held in the highest respect and esteem 
not only by the Supplee Hardware Co., but by thous- 
ands of his business acquaintances. His first wife 
died about three vears ago, but he was married again 
this last summer. His wife alone survives him. The 
funeral obsequies took place on the afternoon of No- 
vember 12.

HOW THE SUN COOLS. 








In the short 3,000 years or more that man has pos- 
sessed historic records there has been no trace of vari- 
ation in the solar energy; in fact, there is no distinct 
evidence of it, even though the earth as a whole 
from being nearer to the sun receives in Janu- 
ary 6% per cent more heat than in July. 
But in the millions of years that geology carries us 
back it may safely be said that there must have been 
great changes, Of course, the one question hardest to 
answer is how have the solar fires been maintained 
during the ages? The scientific answer to this is that 
the sun is a vast globe gradually cooling, but as it 
cools it shrinks, and that the shrinkage—which is the 
effect of gravity upon the mass—keeps up the tem- 
perature. The total of the sun’s heat is computed to be 
equal to that which would be required to keep up 476,- 
000 millions of millions of horsepower, or about 78,000 
horsepower for every square yard, and the modern 
lynamical theory of heat shows that the sun’s mass 
vould require only to fall in or contract about thirty- 
ive square yards per annum to keep up this tremend- 
us energy. At this rate the solar radius in 2,000 
cars’ time would be near 100 per cent less than it 

now. Learned scientists claim that the time will cer- 

inly come when the heat of the sun will fall, and that 
is inconceivable that the sun will continue to emit 
at sufficient to sustain existing life on this globe for 
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more than 10,000,000 years. Applying the same prin- 
ciple*retrospectively, they cannot suppose that the sun 
has existed for more than 20,000,000 years, no matter 
what may have been its origin—whether it came into 
existence from the clash of worlds pre-existing or by 
diffused nebulous matter or by the Bible theory—at 
the command of God.

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NIAGARA WIRE BENDING MACHINE. 








Sheet metal workers have frequent occasion to en- 
close a wire in the edge of material. For this work 
they ordinarily use a turning machine to round the 
edge ready for the wire and a wiring machine to en- 
close it. Presses and dies can be used to a limited 
extent in turning out work in large quantities, but 
there has been a demand for more improved methods. 

To take care of long sheets the Niagara Machine & 
Tool Works, Buffalo, New York, have designed the 
device shown in the accompanying illustration. This 
device consists practically of a turning and wiring

machine mounted on one base, so geared together that 
they are driven from the same pulley. Between the 
two machines there is an intermediate turning device. 
The first machine turns up the edge of the material, 
the intermediate turning device gradually lays it over, 
and the second machine closes the edge over the wire 
that is fed into the machine with the sheet. An in- 
clined table carrying the proper gauges, and which is 
adjustable to suit the width of the sheets, supports 
the material. The gears are machine cut and the bear- 
ngs are bronze bushed. Extra working parts are re- 
juired to conform with each variation in thickness of 
naterial and with the diameter of the wire. 

Wire edging machine No. 1 can be arranged for 
laterial not heavier than No. 24 gauge and for wire 
ip to 4 inch in diameter. Machine No. 2 will take 
ire of No. 20 gauge material and 5/16-inch wire.

MAIL ORDER HOUSES. 





How Their Competition Can Be Successfully Com- 
bated. 
BY L. W. MITTENDORFF 

Mail order trusts, as they might well be called, sell 
their goods from vivid pictures and glowing descrip- 
tions. They pay, and well can they afford to pay. 
more to those who make their catalogues, their pic- 
turés and descriptions, than to the workingmen and 
laborers who manufacture the goods they sell. There 
is no doubt in my mind but what the cardinal prin- 
ciple of their business is to determine the price and 
description which will be most attractive to the pur 
chaser. They figure to produce an article which bare- 
ly fits within the letter of their circular, and at as low 
a cost as possible, so as to bring themselves the great- 
est margin of profit. 
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These great trusts not only seek to control the sel!- 
ing business of this country, but the manufacture:s 
To-day they claim to make in their own fac- 
tories practically all they sell. Is this the truth? 
What do they really manufacture? I doubt whether 
there is really a single reputable manufacturer proof 
against seeing his goods advertised in catalogue house 
catalogues. Not many manufacturers sell them open- 
ly. Why? They do not go to the factory and ask 
what this or that line of goods will cost them, but 
they dictate to that factory how the goods are to be 
made, and the price they will pay for the same. Not 
only that, but they buy goods of standard make, un- 
questionably in many cases, at much less than the 
jobber is paying for them. Why do they want stand- 
ard goods? They want these goods to make compari- 
sons in price, to make the purchaser believe that all 
goods they sell are equally low in price, when the 
facts are quite the opposite. 

I need not go into a lengthy discussion along these 
lines. The question is: Are you, my fellow hard- 
ware dealers, going to allow your interests to be de- 
moralized? Are you going to allow the very bread 
taken out of the mouths of your wife and children? 
You are taxpayers ; you are paying state, county, city 
and all other kinds of taxes for the upbuilding of your 
towns, your churches, your schools and for everything 
that tends to the uplifting and broadening of the char- 
acters of your children. Do you propose to allow 
these trusts to continue as they have in the past? 
What right have these mail order trusts to come into 
your territory, a territory in which they pay no taxes, 
and rob you of the business which rightfully belongs 
to you? Do they help enhance the value of farm 
lands? Do they pay into the treasury to educate your 
children ? 

You look upon this unjust and unfair competition 
with fear and trembling. I have yet to see the first 
man or set of men who comprise these mail order 
houses, no matter how large, that I am afraid of. If 
you would all cast aside this feeling of fear—put your 
shoulders to the wheel, push hard and steadily—it 
would only be a short time until these matters would 
practically adjust themselves. 

Why stand back with the thought that some one 
else is more capable than you to eliminate this unjust 
competition? My friends, the time has come when 
we must protect our interests, not by fraud but by 
honest means. 

Some of the larger and more important factories 
are now coming out openly, saying: “We do not sell 
atalogue houses.” Why? Just think and you will 
have the answer. Going through the mail order house 
atalogue, why are some of the leading brands of 
‘00ds discontinued and in their place unknown brands 
ing sold? Why? Why do the mail order trusts 

iy: “We ship in plain packages. We do not even 
‘rint Our mame on the envelopes that carry our cor- 
espondence”? Why? We are after them—after 

‘em hard—and they know it. 

It is the duty of every manufacturer to protect the 

bber, and in turn the jobber or wholesaler should 

nsider it his duty to protect the retail dealer. If 

e manufacturer sells direct to the retail trade, it is 


as well. 
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his duty then to protect the retail dealer at all hazards. 
11 iue dealers in every line would absolutely refuse 
to handle standard goods that are being sold by mail 
order houses, jobbers would soon refuse to handle 
goods of manufacturers who sell to mail order houses. 
The manufacturer, finding that wholesale trade prac- 
tically gone, would have only one way out of it: Seek 
a market with catalogue houses for all their product, 
only to find the market done, because the retail trade 
refusing to handle the goods would reduce publicity 
and demand, and the manufacturer would soon be 
compelled to make proper terms or retire from busi- 
ness. Take away a considerable share of the source 
of disposal and see how eager the manufacturer will 
be to get your business. There is no question in my 
mind but what the jobber and wholesaler can help the 
retail dealer materially if they only will. 

Now, do you want more business—more of the 
city’s and farmer’s business? If you do, there is no 
reason under the heavens why you should not have 
it. The wise dealer that is really after the farmers’ 
trade must do more advertising—more personal let- 
ter writing, enclosing pictures and descriptions of the 
brands of goods you handle. It is a fact that the 
trouble with the average retailer is not too much 
“mail order house,” but too little self-regulation. 
What you want and what you need, and what you 
must have, to make your business successful is sys- 


tem. Do these trusts overlook a single prospective 
buyer? No. Do you keep tab on every prospective 
buyer? The facts are that the average customers do

are they sending for them?” 
cause you have neglected your duty towards them in 
not educating them to come to your place of business 
to get whatever they need in your line. 

Did the catalogue houses send their representatives 
to every home almost in this land and show samples? 
No. They sent their catalogues with descriptions and 
cuts of the article. The farmers read them and from 
the description given thought it was cheap for the 
money. Why? Because they had nothing to com- 
pare with it. Had all merchants sent out circulars 
describing the different articles, with price, as the 
mail order houses have, I doubt not but that the mail 
order trade would have been cut off fully one-half 
of what it is to-day. Some may think it too late now 
to regain what has been lost. It is never too late. 


The merchants themselves are largely responsible 
for the condition of things as they are to-day. Only 
about two weeks ago a salesman of one of the larg- 
est houses in the United States said to me that of all 
the circulars distributed among his customers in Ne- 
braska, thousands of them, only two merchants had 
apparently shown enough interest to mail them out 
or distribute them among customers and others. Is 
it any wonder that farmers are not better posted on 
the prices and quality of goods? Whose fault is it? 

Appeal to the farmer, the mechanic, the wage 
earner. Above all, be honest; sell honest goods at 
honest prices. I have never yet heard of a dishonest 
man or dishonest set of men succeeding in the long 
They bloom like a rose for awhile, then grad- 
Why? Because they 


run. 
ually they begin to fade away. 
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are doing business contrary to God’s law—Honesty. 

Now, just a word about advertising: To no other 
branch of this business doés the country Merchant 
give less attention than to his advertising, while, as 
a matter of truth and fact, no other part of his busi- 
ness requires more attention. Too.many merchants 
look upon their local newspaper advertising as a sort 
of a tribute they are obliged to give the country editor, 
and not as an investment made for profit, and the copy 
they furnish for such advertising generally bears out 
this proposition. No greater error was ever made 
by them. Properly written, with force, spirit and 
interest in every line of his advertisements, the coun- 
try merchant will find his business can be largely in- 
creased, and the mail order monopoly most woefully 
affected. Nothing, in fact, will conduce so effectively 
toward putting an end to the mail order evil as the 
publication of good, attractive advertisements in the 
local or home papers. In order to make them at- 
tractive, every advertisement should contain a cut or 
picture of some particular thing which the dealer car- 
ries and prices should be given. 

Have you a mailing list? You surely know the 
mail order houses have them. What do they have 
them for? My friends, it will pay every one of us 
to leave our places of business once in a while and 
get away from business. Keep your eyes and ears 
open and see and learn what the successful merchants 
of to-day are doing. Mailing list? Well, I should 
say so—so long it would really make you dizzy to 
read all the names on some of these lists. Are they 
really a good thing to have? Ask your greatest en- 
emy, the mail order houses. Yes, it pays, and it pays 
big. 

My friends, there are times in all our lives when 
hope seems to grow dark, when nothing that we do 
seems to count; we become disheartened. We have 
tried so hard and the results seem so meager, we long 
for freedom from the struggle. My friends, this is 
the hour for new courage, for new drafts on our re- 
serve. We must not—we cannot give up. Truth 
must conquer, right must triumph and justice must 
and will prevail.

HARDWARE. 


The general condition in the hardware market 
showed further improvement last week. Dealers re- 
ported a good amount of trade and prices remained 
generally steady, although in some lines there was a 
certain amount of shading. Manufacturers of hard- 
ware report a better volume of orders, some of them 
being booked well ahead and are falling behind in 
their deliveries. Owing to the increased demand for 
raw material from all sources in the iron and steel 
trades, prices are correspondingly higher. This has

been felt in the most pronounced manner in re- ° 


gard to heavier grades of hardware. In the 
retail trade the situation showed improvement with a 
natural increase in the buying of lines of hardware 
that are now seasonable. There is a fair demand for 
cut nails in the local market with the market hold- 
ing firm. A fairly good business was reported in 
wire nails. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.80 per keg. The base price is $1.85 at the mill 
for full carloads and $2 at the mill for less than 
carloads. The base price of cut nails at the mill for 
jobbers is $1.90 per keg. The base price is $1.95 for 
full carloads at the mill, and $2 for less than carloads 
at the mill. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers, car lots, $2.03; retailers’ 
car lots, $2.08; $2.1 5 out of store; painted barb wire, 
jobbers’ car lots, $2.03; retailers’ car lots, $2.08, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car 
lots, $2.03, and to retailers in car lots, $2.08. 

Copper slating nails are quoted at 21 cents a pound 
net.

COPPER. 

There is a firmer market for ingot copper, largely 
due to the current talk of a great combination of the 
copper producing interests to be formed to control 
the market. The report that such a combination is in 
process of forming has been repeatedly denied, but 
these denials seem to have very little effect. Mean- 
while there is a moderately firmer tor= to the market 
for actual metal, both here and abroad. Sales are 
reported to have recently been made on the basis of 
134%4@13%c for Lake and 13@13%c for electrolytic. 

Large sales are reported to have been recently made, 
in one case the total reaching the 50,000,000 pounds 
figure.. The London market has also shown a great 
deal of strength, Thursday’s closing being 5s higher 
for the day at £58 17s 6d for spot and £60 2s 6: 
for futures. This is a gain during the past week of 
£1 12s 6d on spot and £1 15s on futures. The 
monthly report of the Copper Producers’ Association 
will probably indicate a larger decrease in stocks than 
was thought possible a fortnight ago. The present 
rate of domestic consumption is said to be about 60,

The foundry men have supplied their 
needs pretty well for the balance of the year, and 
are now in a more independent position than for some 
time. There has also been a good deal of iron bought 
for delivery in the early part of 1910, especially in 
the first quarter, though there remains a consider- 
able tonnage to be filled for delivery in the second 
quarter. 

In the matter of prices, very little change is noted. 
The lull in buying does not indicate a weaker market, 
for as a matter of fact, such is not the case. Both 
buyers and sellers are content to wait for further de- 
velopments. Alabama iron is quoted at $14.50@15 
ton for prompt shipment, and $15 ton for 1910 de- 
livery. This is f. 0. b. Birmingham. Virginia iron 
is very firm, with the most of the furnaces asking $16 
ton, Roanoke, for delivery in the remainder of 1909 
and the first quarter of 1910, and $16.50 ton for the 
econd quarter. Northern iron is firm at $20.50 ton 
for the balance of the year and $20.50@21 ton, for 
ihe first quarter or first half of 1910, New England de- 
ivery. Bessemer iron is strong at $19 ton at Valley 
urnace.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly 
report: 

“Without unusual features, the market continues active 
and steady with fair volume of orders for the balance of this 
year. There has been some interest manifested in buying 
for the last half, but so far this is not encouraged by the 
furnaces. They have all they can do to take care of their 
first half business and do not choose to cross the bridge until 
later coming to it. It is probable that the opening up of 
order books for the last half will be delayed on account of 
volume of business already taken by furnaces for the first 
half, and the assurance that the last six months of 1910 will 
fully sustain the reputation which’ it appears will be made by 
the first six months. 

“The demand for Bessemer, Basic and Low Phosphorus 
pig iron is excellent in this market and some of the business 
is extended into next year. The activity in the steel business 
and orders closed by the various steel companies are almost 
unprecedented. 

“The absence of undue excitement in the pig iron trade 
at the present time is welcomed by those interested as augur 
ing well for its stability and lack of “run-away” features 
which were predicted by some, 

“It is noted that while consumption generally is increas- 
ing daily, it is stil! reported far behind in some districts and 
in certain lines which in the next few weeks are bound to 
improve, adding further to the melt which is going on 
heavily. 

“Coke is still active, with a very short output compared 
with normal, due to lack of labor. In spite of the draw- 
backs encountered, production continues to improve and 
prices are generally stronger. The feature is the increase 
in manufacture of furnace coke and consequent curtailing 
by some plants of foundry product, price of which is stronger 
and higher figures are not improbable at an early date.” 





Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly 
report : 

“Pig Iron consumers are steadily increasing their melt 
There is right along an insistent call for faster shipments, 
and ii furnaces fail to ship on time there is great complaint 
While there has been a tremendous expansion in all lines of 
the trade during this year, yet it is evident that this is still 
in progress and the maximum output has not yet been at 
tained. There is a top limit somewhere of course but it is 
still in the future. So great has been the present movement 
in iron that it is hard to realize the full extent of the volume 
of actual business. There are furnaces, which, if they do 
not sell another ton, have their order books filled up to July. 
and there is no question but that much the greater part of 
the iron which the country can produce from now on until 
April next year is under contract. This iron has been sold 
at profitable though not at excessive prices and naturally the 
furnace outlook 1s excellent. As for the steel mills, one 
of them to our own knowledge is today twenty-seven weeks 
behind on actual orders. This may be an unusual case, but 
none of the mills have been able to keep orders anywhere 
near up to date. 

“The iron trade is accustomed to go by jerks, so to speak 
It is not a steady, day-by-day business like that enjoyed by 
a dairyman for instance. The selling for the year is all done 
in two or three spasms and then the trade settles down for 
a comparatively quiet season until buyers are again in a 
purchasing humor. But of course there is always something 
doing, and this week there has been a fair buying of small 
lots. Low grade iron, however, is in great demand and the 
supply is limited. 

PPT he railroads are doing fairly well but they might do 
a great deal better. And one of the best things in the situa- 
tion is the more liberal buying on the part of the railroads, 
though, considering their needs, they have only made a 


beginning.” ,
